E MANAGEMENT OF AN INTER- 

national alliance has always been 
one of the most difficult feats of state- 
craft. It is all the more difficult in the 
case of the present-free world's alliance 
when at least a technical state of peace 
exists and the centripetal pressure of 
general war and general danger is lack

The obvious misunderstanding be 
tween the United States and Britain over 
the recent Yalu River air raid is a vivid 
and disturbing illustration of this process 
The United States, apparently 
momentarily that it represents the 
United Nations in Korea, launched this 
blow without advising even its most 
important ally in advance. As a result, 
the Churchill government is deeply em- 
barrassed and all the anti-American ele- 
ments of Britain are in full cry. This 
unhappy contrefemps was made to order 
for the Kremlin 

On the surface this all appears to 
be a mistake on the part of the American 
government, as Mr. Acheson has assured

Eisentower is the 
choice of the moderns, the compromisers 
and the anti-isolationists. 

But this convention differs 
vital particular from the 
which nominated Wendell Willkie and 
Thomas .E. Dewey. There is a stop-at- 
nothing spirit, a willingness to go to any 
lengths to put Sen.

So far as one can judge, this spirit 
has several sources. Gov. Dewey's sur- 
prise defeat in 1948, and Sen.

When the two pieces are fitted

jtorians since the old whale now in 
the park is minus the eagle. It 
was broken off and lost long be- 
fore the carving was brought to 
this city. 

The original whale, according 
to Mr. Martin, is 110 years old.
